Sipe Springs. Tex., Aug. 30.— 
Sipe Springs is jubilant over its 
first 1,000-barrel well. The Atlan­ 
tic Oil Refining Company’s Fields 
No» I was shot Saturday night and 
about .tw’o hours after the shot be­ 
gan sending oil over the top of the 
derrick and has contiued flowing, 
by heads every ffifteeu minutes. 
This well vvas making only a few 
barrels of oil from the lower sand, 
but the upper sand was d ry , hav­ 
ing 110 show of oil or gas. 
A shot of 600 quarts was placed 
in the well in the Caddo lime be­ 
tween 2,380 and 2,475 feet. 
The 
well is making 1,053 barrels. 
This revolutionizes the drilling 
in the Sipe Springs territory. Since 
the successful shooting of the Pu- 
ett and the Fields well in this lime 
a number of wells that have this 
same lime will be shot. 
This well 
is about a mile and a half south of 
the Puett and three and a half 
miles northwest of Sipe Springs.
